Direct legislation will give Ihe reprcsemativcs a keener regard 
for public opinion ami enable the people to jiass on their adieu before 
it lakes effect. 

It will infinitely diminish the i*iwcr of brilwry. Coniorations ami 
individual captalists will not care to spend much time and nxmey 
on a few legislators, as long as their action is not final—as long as 
politicians will not be able to deliver the goods. 

It is true also tliat tlireet legislation will iliniinish tiartisaiiship 
and tend to wipe out party lines in voting, which mav be dqilorable 
in some cases. However, on the other hand direct legislation will 
bring about a great deal of diseussittn. U'cause [leoplc will be cont- 
pclleil to vote for measures instead of jiarties. 

In the end elcus interest will surely prevail ami decide the vote.

And lieeatise direct legislation will ilevelop Ihe pcojile's interest 
in public affairs and force jieople to think and to act—it will have 
an educational effect. 

Direct legislation will also work like atilomalic disfranchise¬ 
ment for certain unfit voters. On Ihe other hand, it will bring out a 
fuller vote of the more intelligent and public-spirited. 

For instance, it will be impossible for I)avc Rose and the cor¬ 
porations of Milwaukee to bring out hordes of illiterate Greeks, Ital- 
uns.

What we want is a bmly of ligislatori who arc iMI lieyoml the 
reach of the people for twro, four 01 tix years— t. body of legislators 
who are subject at all times to the people's direetion and control.

Direct legislation will also .save the cost of innumerable impo¬ 
tent petitions and powerless mass meetings, lobby expenses, etc. 

By direct legislation we could also easily ilis|iense with the sen¬ 
ate and thus save the expense and the annoyance of that chamber of 
the legislature. 

In city affairs direct legislation will give honesty a chance and 
open the door to reforms as fast as the majority of the people de- 
iire them. At the present time the “reformer” is always at a most de¬ 
cided disadvantage. 

The credulous fool, staking his monev upon the result of games 
played with loaded dice or marked cards. ha.s a better chance of suc¬ 
cess than the "reformer”—or the so-called "revolutionist” for that 
matter—who depends upon our representative bodies, as long as they 
are beyond the control of the people. 

• * • 

Take, for instance, our legislature. There is the governor, a man 
usually allied with some "interest.” He has the veto. 

Then there is the senate, made up of solid business men with 
special interests, or of the attorneys of these special interests. The 
senate has the power to shelve bills of the assembly. 

Furthermore, there is the assembly, made up of cheap country 
lawyers, “cockroach business men" and politicians from the small 
towns, and grafters and ward heelers from the large cities. And be¬ 
hind them stand the big capitalists, the public service corporations and 
the railroads—-ever alert, ever watchful 

AH of these elements combined now constitnte the law-making 
machine. And is it not capitally adapted to prevent the will of the 
people? ' 

• • • 

Besides, the Referendum is not a new principle. 

Every Section is a reference to the people, a subnission of certain 
matters to voters for decision. 

Even now all bond issues in Milwaukee have to be referred to the 
people first. And all amendments to the constitution of Wisconsin 
and all matters pertaining to banking aflfairs now go to the vote of the 
people of the state of Wisconsin to be settled. 

What we call "direct legislation" simply extends the application 
of this principle and vastly improves the method. 

• • • 

Direct legislation has been a complete success in Switzerland 
where it has been practiced for nearly aeventy years. 

It works well in all the American states (nine since the last 
election) where it is in force. 

The intelligent way the people in Oregon voted on nineteen dif¬ 
ferent measures and questions (four of which were constitutional 
amendments) last year (1908) is simply wonderful and gratifying. 
The result was a demonstration that the people's rule can be made a 
success in America as well as in Switzerland. The voters discrim¬ 
inated—accepting some of the measures and rejecting some of the 
others. 

And the voters exercised good judgment — excepting that 
women suffrage was defeated. However, evidently the people of Ore¬ 
gon are not ripe for that, and no one has a right to force it upon them 
as long as they do not want it

They anticifiatr that if any plan of indu-trij^flisiirance is passed, tliere will be attached to it a reijuiri- 
inent, making the workers contribute probabltMTihird of the insurance fund. 

In arriving at the plan they adv. catena careful study was made of tlic systems now in force in 
forcifin conntries, It was found that tlicre n^'notr two .systems which seek to compensate all persons 
injured by accident. rcRardless of iicgliRcnce^friless willful. The first is the insurance plan, wherein a 
fund is acciiinulatcd. from which the persons arc compensatnl. The second type is a plan to Inild the em¬ 
ployers liable directly for all injuries occurinj; to workmen arising out of their employment. Of course, 
CKeliidiiiR those, if any, who injure themselves piirposely. The latter is now in successful ni>eration in 
KnRland, I-'rance and Italy. ^ 

The plan advocated bv the Federation is, in jirinciple. similar to this last system, modified to meet 
the (leculiar conditions of Wisconsin. Its pur]N>se is to make the employer pav every employe injured 
while a: work, a sum equivalent to no less thatj one-third his average weekly earnings, as Imig as he is in- 
cajiacilated. 

In case of death tlie worker's family will be entitled to an amount equal to about three sears’ 
wages of tlu: <lecea.sed employe. Incase no dependents survive him tlten his burial expenses are borne by 
the employer. 

All disputes under thP. pni|xisal must be adjudicated by arbitratiim. f>n account of cim^titutional 
difficulties the Federation has seen fit to allow an apiwal from these hoards of arbitration to the courts, 
lint experience has proven that in spite of this opportunity to ap|ieal to tlie courts, few cases arc ever 
taken lieyond the arliitratiun board 

Again, as a result of constitutional harriers, the Federation has ilccided to allow the worker to 
take his case into court if he so desires. But he must cltose cither to take the lienefits of this act, or re¬ 
fuse them and go into court; he canitot pursue both remedies. 

Many other provisions are inserted in the bill, devised for the pnrpivse of protecting tlie workers. 
The merits of this system in general, a> compared with an insurance system, under the gsecnliar cimditions 
existing in this country, and e'lK-cially in Wisconsin, will be apparent to tltose at all familiar with the 
subject.
